valleys 28 to 80, eastern states 31. 


Warm wave will cross west of llock- 


ies country about 20, great central val- 
leys 28, eastern states 80. 
Cool wave 


will cross west of Rockies country 
about 20, great central valleys 31, east- 
ern states September 2. 


Temperature of the weekending S a. 


in., September4 will tivcmge about 
normal. 
Rainfall for the same period 


will be above normal in the northern 
states, bellnv in H>u hern and about on 
Pacific slope. 


Near the dale of this bulletin will be- 


gin a ten days heated term in the 
northern states accompanied by dry 
'weather. Not all the time hot and dry 
but these will bo the averages of the 
te.i days. 


This prediction is of special interest 


to com and spring wheat. Com will 
mature rapidly and even late com will 
be well out of danger from frost by the 
close of tlie heated term. 


Spring wheat threshing will be in 


full progress during the last naif of Au- 
gust except far north where the harvest 
will still be in progress and the weather 
will be favorable to both threshing and 
harvest. 


"Make hay while the sun shines." 


Threshing should he continued day and 
nighf in the far north and wheat slionld 
tie put into stack or barns immediately. 
There is bad weather ahead,and wheat 
left in (lie shock will l« materially in- 
jured. 


Those who hold wheat should look 


well to combinations and foreign de- 
mands. Weather of America for bal- 
ancc of August will not cause a rise in 
com, wheat or cotton but other influen- 
ces may. 


You will remember the remarkable 


predictions made in these bulletins sev- 
eral months ago to the effect that dur- 
ing the three years period which in- 
cludes IK)9. 1900 and 1001, com would 
lie burned lor fuel on account of its \x- 
ing cheap and plentiful and would al-

Here on Kscoheag Hill the days 


full ofjx?ace and the nights are full of 
rest. Here" are no fog-horns, no fog- 
bells, no clatter of hoofs on macadam, 
no call of the syren, no discordant 
alarms. The air of the high hills b clear, 
bracing, and tonic with the odors of the 
vast forest that outspreads below us. 
From different points on the hill, one 
can command a broad prosjiect In every 
direction. It Is paid that, with a good 
glass and a powerful imagination, Nar- 
ragansctt Bay in tlie east, twenty miles 
away, and Long Island Soutid, about 
the same distance on this south, can be 
seen on clear, days. 


Hscoheag is a ponderous hill, more 


than two miles long and perlmpsn half- 
mile broad. 
Its top is comparatively 


llafntid cleared, unlike the rest of the 
town, so that several .excellent farms 
are located ui»ii it. 
Once this region 


was a garden spot rmd very prosperous, 
but the young men prefprred the life of 
a city and the work of a factory, and 
consequently, abandoned the farms, 
licmotcncss from markets lias deterred' 
new settlers from entering . the land. 
Of the dozen or more houses on the hill, 
several (some of them large houses, 
beautifully located) have been aban- 
doned, and are falling into decay, while 
the others are occupied principally by 
old men and old women, living alone, 
(most pathetic cases) so that, in a few 
vears, many of these houses, too, will 
be abandoned, unless the inhabitantsof 
cities,discover!ngthel>eautyaiidhealth- 
fuhiDss of this tableland and the cheap- 
ness of summer homes to be obtained 
here, decide to come to tlie country and 
to buy the farms. 
About, halffl mile 


away, there is a'farui'of aboiitfwbhun- 
dred acres, with a twostorv house upon 
it, which the tenant holds in considera- 
tion of paying the taxea-onjthe; proper- 
ty, which amount to seventeen- ilollars 
'per.yeaf, the lancllqj-d inca'nwliile mak-

IB very, abundant here. 


Every bUKli and tree seems to have Us 
songster, 
Tlie dense forest shelters 


them, and affords them an-.-abundance 
and variety of food. I eee and hear al- 
ihoerdally the robin; the blue bird, the 
king bird, the hen-hawk, the bobolink, 
the yellow bird, the swallow', the Phoe- 
be bird, the cat-bird, thrubhes,. Bong- 
sparrows and humming-birds ojf nearly 
every description.- 
At nearly every 


hour mid from nearly every quarter, 
during daylight, we-hear the melan- 
choly, call of the quail. Partridges are 
also abundant, and there are many 
other birds that I do not recognise or 
cannot name. The pugnacious, noisy 
and nasty Knglisli K par row had not 
reached these hills, where there Is peace 
for men and birds.

While there has been some SUE- 
gestlon lhat the new regiments will bu 
used as a reserve force, It may be stated 
positively that these regiments, as well 
as more, If they can be used, will be 
sent to reinforce General Otis. 


Secretary Root sent a copy ot the or- 


der to the various departments of the 
army, and they at once began prepara- 
tions for supplying the new orsanlzU- 
tlons.

unteer regiments just organized. 
The 


only places where difficulty was expe- 
rienced in securing men wasjn Georgia, 
Alabama and th'e Carolinaa, and the 
gulf states and the tw-o northwestern 
Pacific states. 


Yesterday's action will add 13,000 men 


to the enlisted strength of-thc army, and 
increases the strength of the army to 
85,015 men. 
The total number of vol- 


unteers called into.service Is 30.170 men. 
being only 4533 men short of the total 
authorized volunteer establishment of 
35,000. 
It is stated nt the department 


that the number of volunteers already 
called Into service Is regarded as amply 
sufficient to meet all possible needs' ol 
the army, and that there Is no possibility 
that the remaining 4S33 volunteers will 
be called for. .. 


Wednesday's recruiting for the vol- 


unteer army amounted to 2S9 men, mak- 
ing the total recruitment to date 14.- 
1K, or 1032 In excess of the number 
required to complete the 10 regiments 
organized under the order of July 5. 


All of these regiments have secured 


their full quota, except the 
Twenty- 


ninth regiment at Fort McPherson, Ga.; 
the Thirty-third at Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex, arid the.Thlrty-ftfth at the Van- 
couver barracks.. These three regi- 
ments will be tilled by the use of the 
overflow from the more successful regi- 
ments.
